slight wounds, and a prton guard 
who sought to interfere with the <»n- 
victs* plans was slashed in the neck 
with a knife.

Some Senators Feel 
Attitude Hampers 
Compromise 


Washington, Jime 27—</py—A few 
barbed remarks from Hyde Park stir­ 
red up anger In the senate wing of 
the capltol today as worried admlnl- 
straton leaders struggle to push ma­ 
jor legislation through congress by 
midnight Friday, the close of the fiscal 
year. 


From his mansion on the Hudson, 
President Roosevelt lashed out at 
those who participated in yesterday's 
coup which stirred the administrat­ 
ion monetary bill of the president’s 
power to devalue the dollar and set 
a fixed and Increased price for gov­ 
ernment purchases of newly mined 
domestic sliver. 


The hard money Republicans from 
the east and Uie "silver senators" and 
currency expansionists of the west 
who engineered the pooling of votes

Representative Fish of New York, 
ranking Republican on the foreign af­ 
fairs committee, was its chief oppon­ 
ent. He called it “strictly an Interven­ 
tionist measure" and said Its sole 
purpose w-as to force this country in­ 
to an alliance with Great Britain.

“The county office then sends an 
inspector out to inspect the bin and 
take a sample of the wheat. The 
sample is sent to the state

where it is tested and graded.

"The Morgan county rates for farm 
stored wheat are: No. 1, 7lc; No. 2, 
70c; No, 3, 68c; No, 4, 65c; No. 5, 62c. 


“After the papers are completed, a 
copy Is filed at 
the county couit 
house. The local banks are qualifying 
to handle the loans. This will make 
it possible for the applicant to re­ 
ceive his money the same day the loan 
papers are completed. 


“Farm stored wheat loans will be­ 
come due on April 30, 1940. A total 
allowance of 7c per bushel for farm 
storage of wheat will be made in 
connection with the 1939 wheat loan. 


May Be Stored at Terminals 


“Those who wish to store wheat in 
a public warehouse will request their 
local elevator to ship their grain to 
and approved warehouse. The eleva­ 
tor manager will notify the terminal 
warehouse that the wheat is to be 
stored for loan purposes. 


“The St. Louis, Missouri iCan rate 
for wheat stored in public warehouses 
is 80c on No. 2 red winter wheat and 
No. 2 hard winter 
wheat. 
Morgan 
county is in the St. Louis area. 


“When the producer receives his 
warehouse receipt and related papers, 
he will bring them to the county of- 
fici. If the county committee detej;* 
mines 
that the producer, the grain 
collateral, and the warehouse receipt 
are eligible for a loan, they will col­ 
lect the certification fee of i of a cent 
per bushel (minimum fee $1.50 per 
loan) and complete the 
note 
and 
loan agreement. 


“Commercial storage loans may run 
for seven months from the date of 
the note, but not later than April 30, 
1940. 
If the producer wishes to buy 
the wheat back at any time during 
the seven months, he may do so by 
paying the principle plus 
interest.”
